United State.s Circuit Court of Appeals 
denied the National Labor Relations 
Board Tuesday an enforcement order 
against the Thompson Products Com- 
pany of Cleveland, Ohio, and declared 
the board's finding in the case tended 
to "promote discord among employer 
and employe." 


Judge Elwood Hamilton of Louis- 


ville, Ky., wrote that the finding was 
"not sustained by substantial evidence" 
and that the firm "would have been 
justified" in discharging three men. 
"had these been no effort to organize 
employes in a union." 


Judge C. C. Simons concurred al- 


though Judge Florence E. Allen ob- 
served that two of the workers were 
discharged "because of union mem- 
bership and activities."

CLEVELAND—Freckled faced John* 


ny Warren is gelling pretty tired of. 
the kids razzing him about Adolf Hit- 
lcr-He wishes his schoolmates would 
just forget about the picture which 
sent Der Fuehrer into a sputtering 
rage five years ago. and which still 
remains the center of an international 
mystery. 


Here's how it all happened: 
In 1933 a photograph purporting to 


be that of Hitler at a very early age 
was widely published in the United 
States. The baby in 
the 
picture 


wasn't a pretty baby. 
In fact, he 


looked like a most terrifying brat— 
obviously a very tough customer at 
a very early age. 


Herr Hitler was made very unhappy 


by the picture, because it really wasn't 
Baby Adolf at all. The German gov- 
ernment obtained a true picture of 
Hitler as a baby and sent it over here 
to be published. The newspapers all 
said they were sorry, but they didn't 
know how it happened or the identity 
of the baby whose picture they had 
published. 


Now it has been discovered who the 


baby was—none other than John May 
Warren, now a husky 8-ycar-old who 
lives in Lakewood, a suburb of Cleve- 
land. It was a picture of Johnny at 2 
years of age which had been published 
as that of Baby Hitler. But the pic-

A. C. Collins, Operator, Reports Recovery of 400 


Pounds of Nails for Each 30 Miles of 


Gravel Highway 


The Arkansas Highway Department's magnet truck, designed to save llic 


motoring public many punctures, i.s operating in District Three. 


The truck, equipped with powerful*)-— 


magnets, will pick up a metal object 
weighing a.s much a.s 200 pounds, ac- 
cording to A. C. Collins of Little Rock 
operator of the machine. 


Mr. Collins said he found the gravel 


roads in District Three to have a great- 
er volume of nails, screws, spikes and 
ulhcr metal objects, than in some of 
the other highway districts. This pos- 
sibly is d.Xie lo greater traffic on the 
roads in this section. 


Mr. Collins said he wa.s averaging 


about -100 pounds of metal per 30 miles 
,if highway in this district. He starts 
from a given point, travels 30 miles 
on the right hand side of the road, then 
reverses his direction and comes back 
on the other side of the road.

• Some Facts About Blood Transfusion 


One of'the most dramatic of the per- 


formances in modern scientific med- 
icine for the benefit of those who 
need aid is the blood transfusion. 


'So greatly is the value of this meth- 


od now recognized that rules and reg- 
ulations are being developed in hos- 
pitals and in various communities to 
make certain that plenty of good blood 
will be available for those who require I 
it whenever it is needed. 
I 


There are certain facts about blood 


transfusion which most people do not 
know. For instance, the blood of a 
person who is the donor must be com- 
patible with that of the person who re- 
ceives the blood, or the reactions which 
result may be more serious than the 
disease for which the blood transfus- 
ion is given. 


There are several different transfu- 


sion technics that are used, all of which 
are useful. Many of them involve the 
use of multiple syringes by which the 
blood is drawn from the donor and 
then injected intothe recipient. There 
are also machines which may be pro- 
perly connected to the donor and to the 
recipient so that the blood goes almost 
directly from one into the other. 


Agencies have been set up in dif- 


ferent parts- of the country to supply 
donors. Out of 350 hospitals, 137 have 
their own lists of people always avail- 
able for blood transfusion. 


In some parts of the country there 


are blood donor bureaus which 'ist 
people available. In other communi- 
ties, members of the American Legion, 
the police and the fire departments co- 
operate in this work, and whenever a 
donor is required in a great hurry 
nowadays, it is not unusual to broad- 
cast on the radio the need of the sick 


person. The response is usually be- 
yond the requirement. 


Most large hospitals now have funds 


available for supplying blood without 
cost to people who are unable to pay 
for a blood rtansfu.sion. 


The cost of blood varies. In most 


instances it is around S5 for a hundred 
cubic centimeters, which would be 
about S50 a quart. 


In most cases the donation of bloot 


in the quantities required is not harm- 
ful to the person who gives it. 


Very rarely a disease may be trans- 


mitted by blood transfusion. 


Such a rare and unfortunate acci- 


dent should not, however, be permit- 
ted to prejudice anyone against the 
need for a blood transfusion when that 
need is apparent. 


In practically every competent hos- 


pital today blood transfusion is carriei 
out as a safe and satisfactory life-sav- 
ing procedure.

Knuckle Ball Star Not Knuckler at All—New Pitching 


Ace Digs First Two Fingers Into Baseball

WASHINGTON—Who is this Dutch 


Leonard, newest pitching star of the 
American League? 


The old Dutch's first name was Hu- 


bert. He helped pitch the Boston Red 
i.ox to world championships with his 
left arm. This Dutch's front handle is 
Emil, and he shuts out the Washington 
Nationals' opponents with his right 
arm. 


Emil Leonard's 
knuckle ball, his 


stock in trade, is perhaps the hardest 
to handle in a catcher's book of tricks 
deliveries. It flutters like a wounded 
bird . . . breaks sharply for as much as 
two .feet, sometimes. 


While Leonard was matching Bob 


Feller's three-hit performance for 10 
innings here the other afternoon, and 
going on to slam the door in the faces 
of the Cleveland Indians, 1-0, in 13, 
Rick Ferrcll hopped around in back 
of the philo like a hen on a hot 
griddle. 


Ferrcll says that he expects a fistful 


of mangled fingers every time he calls 
for the dipsy-doodle ball. Leonard 
throws it often, and batters usually pop 
it up. Hitters end catchers don't know 
which way it is going to break. Leon- 
ard has developed two speeds on the 
things . . . slow and not slow. 


Pet Pitch Isn't Knuckler At All 
Actually, Leonard's pot pitch isn't 


a knuckler at all. He doesn't hold 
the ball by his knuckles, like Fred 
Fit/simmons and as did Eddie Rommel. 


Leonard digs his first two fingers in- 


to the ball as hard as he can. He must 
have his nail:; manicured and 
de- 


velop callouses on his finger tips be- 
fore the .season gets under way. 


Leonard hints that he believes the 


secret uf his release by Brooklyn, after 
he had .spent HI34 and '35 in Flatbush, 
wax that the catchers were just plumb 
afraid of his peculiar pitch. 


Leonard heard a Dodger coach tell 


about the great knuckle ball pitchers 
they used to have in the big leagues. 
He talked so glowingly about them 
that Leonard suddenly 
remembered 


he had pitched a knuckle ball on sand- 
lots as a Kid. Leonard 
started to 


throw the knuckler, but quit when Al 
Lope/, and other Brooklyn backstops 
complained to Casey Stengel that he 
couldn't control it. 


Emil says that he always has be- 


lieved that Lopez, squawked because 
he couldn't hold the 
knuckler. 
It 


makes a catcher look especially bad 
with men on bases. 


Leonard Looks Like Fat 


Butcher Buy 


Leonard doesn't look like an athlete. 


He reminds you of a fat butcher boy. 
He weighs 200 pounds, some 20 of 
which is blubber. He has a bald head 
and a gold tooth. 


lie's extremely simple in his speech, 


and takes the game vastly more ser- 
iously than any other man on the 
Washington and a lot of other clubs. 
He's 29 years old, married, and still 
makes his home at Auburn, 111., where 
he was born. 
There are no little 


Leonards. 


Hard luck has followed Leonard like 


a faithful hound. Injuries, gall blad- 
der operations, and just plain tough 
breaks have all conspired to lay him 
low. 
Even now, although lie's the 


best pitcher on the Washington club, 
his mates can't seem to hit behind him. 
He has dropped two games due to their 
impotence at the dish. 


But the Leonards finally have taken 


an apartment in Washington. They al 
first refused to believe that Emil's 
eflectiveness was true, and not a 
dream, for by this time the Leonards 
have gotten used to tough breaks. 


Leonard is a recruit of some eight 


years standing. He broke in profes- 
sionally with Mobile of the Southern 
League in 1930.

Dairy farming has proven very suc- 


cessful says Mr. O. F. Ruggles, o 
Shover Springs community, 
Hemp 


stead county. Mr. Ruggles states tha 
for a number of years cotton was th 
principal cash crop grown with a small 
amount of milk being sold as a sup- 
plementary cash income. In 1933, Mr. 
Ruggles began to realize that cotton 
was hardly paying the cost of produc- 
tion and too, his soils were becoming 
more depleted and eroded each year, 
from the practice of planting cotton to 
the same land for a number of years 
in succession. At this time he decid- 


d to Increase his dairy herd nnd to 
tnrt improving the pasture land.. At 
h« present time he has 40 «cm c-f 
jcrmahent pasture sodded to b«rrhuda 
ind seeded with lespedezn, bur clover 
ind hop clover, nnd is milking 30 dairy 
•ows. He states that the dairy type 
if farming is bringing larger cash ro> 
urns in comparison with cotton and 
actually requires less drudgery. work. 


Oats are sown in the fall which act 


as a cover crop during the Winter and 
are harvested the following suttuner 
'or a grain crop for the dairy cattle; 
the oats being followed by cowpeas 
as a soil builder. Mr. Ruggles, states 
that his soil Is in n much better state 
of condition in that it produces higher 
yields, is more easily cultivated and 
IBS practicall ystopped eroding since 
ic discontinued the practice of plant- 
ing cotton to the same soil each year. 


Ips Bark Beetle 


The Ips Bark beetle, which kills 


many pines nearly every year in the 
sumo- and mcarly fall, mny be in- 
directly controlled by keeping pine 
stands in a thrifty condition, and by 
using simple n-easures In .slash dis- 
posal. 


According to the Southern Forest 


Experiment station, the Ips beetle 
normally breeds in green felled timber, 
fresh pine slash, or on pines in a dy- 
ing condition. When many surround- 
ing trees are in a weakened condition 
as a rosujt of storms, fire, or drought, 
these insects may increase to such pro- 
portions that they become a menace 
to healthy timber, snys M. H. Bruncr, 
Extension Forester, University of Ar- 
kansas College of Agriculture. 


Indirect control measured arc: (1) 


thinning overcrowded pine stands for 
pulpwood by removing the weakened, 
suppressed, fire scarred, and defective 
trees. 
This will 
permit 
increased 


growth on the remaining stand, there- 
by reducing danger from insect in- 
festation. 
(2) When cuttin gtimber In 


the spring and summer, permit no slash 
to remain against the trunk of trie 
trees that are left. (3) Protect pine 
stands from fire at all times? (4) Sal- 
vage ice-damaged, bent or windthfown 
trees. 


Usually, it is impossible to control: 


an Ips beetle infestation by cutting, 
trees after the loilage has turned 
brown, since the brood has already 
departed and perhaps is working in 
adjoining trees.

Brilliantly lighted beach subjects, with no harsh shadows, take lest 
exposure. For this, 1/25 at f.16 (or the large lens opening on a box camera), 
If subject faces sun, or for a "long-shot" beach view, use f.22 or the »m»ll 


lens opening on a box camera).

ANY writers ma!;e a great to-do 
about exposure, so that it seems 


complicated. As a matter of fact, for 
moat ordinary subjects out of doors, 
It is simple. 


Light In very early morning or 


late afternoon is quite weak, but 
from an hour or so after sunrise to 
about an hour before sunset, It is 
fairly constant in its intensity. Dur- 
ing the middle daylight hours, cam- 
era loaded with chrome type or 
"pan" type film, set your lens and 
shutter aa follows: 


BRILLIANT DAY 


Average subject, 1/25 second and 


f.ll lens opening. 


Open landscape, 1/25, f.lS. 
Water or beach scenes, 1/25, f.22. 


;LQUr»Y BRIGHT DAY 


Average subject, 1/25, f.3. 
Open landscape, 1/25, Ml. 
Water or beach scenes, 1/25, M6. 


DULL DAY 


Average subject, 1/25, f.6.3. 


Open landscape, 1/25, f.8. 
Water or beach scenes, 1/25, f.8. 


When you must use a high shutter 


speed, use a larger lens opening. Re- 
member that 1/25 second at f.ll is 
the same as 1/50 at f.8, and about 
the same as 3/100 at f.6.3 or 1/200 
at f.4.5. 


follow these exposures this spring 


and summer, and you won't go 
wrong. If you use a box camera, take 
snapshots on bright days only. On 
a, dull day, place the box camera on 
a firm support and give a very short 
time exposure (one-half to one sec- 
ond, 
or about as fast aa you can. 


work the shutter whea on "Time") 
using me small lens opening. 


With any camera, when you are 


taking pictures shortly after sunrise 
or before sunset, you must use a 
larger lens opening, or a slower 
shutter speed. At such times, light 
tends to be yellow and the "pan" 
type film will be best as It la defi- 
nitely faster lo guch light.
